anythin.g (not even the tele- 
phone) that need system or 
standardizing as much as farm 
labor. Farm labor applies to all 
ind in its various branclu s st ts 
at naught the teachings of farm 
science. Foi- what good is 
science' without labor to per- 
forjii? ■"Tht" hest laid plans of 
men and mice aft .nang aglee, " 
and good farming requires that 
farm science, which is organized 
common sense, ho put into 
feet before the best results can 
come from the farm. Labor 
ramifies every branch of farm 
life. The labor of this section 
is largely negro and it is not the 
ob.iect of this writer to do away 
with nc.trro lal)or, hut I want, as 
farming must be carried on. to 
make the labor we have better, 
and 1 voice the idea of all farm- 
ers when 1 say it must be bette- 
ed or there will be more retired 
farmers flocking to your towns, 
and this retirement from farm 
life year by year increases the 
cost of living. Is high prices of 
farm product progress? If we 
had more and better labor on 
the farm cost of living would be 
reduced. We would then have 
true progress! This lai)or ques- 
tion is not iocal or confined to 
the negro, but every walk in 
life is affected more or less with 
this evil. The labor question 
can only be settled by a thorough 
standardization and systemizing. 
Now how to effect this is the 
problem we must solve and in a 
multiplicity of ideas or ftpee ex« 
change of opinion is our safety. 
Let us exchange ideas.

Aug.4 - As a 
result of the inquisition into the 
klHingof Axion Cooper by al- 
ledged night riders at a barbe- 
cue near Lamasco, in Lyon coun- 
ty, last Saturday, eight men 
were implicated by the coroner's 
jury. The accused are Roy 
.Merrick, V ictor Mitchell. Bryan 
Hawkins, Fraud Murphy. Alon- 
zo Gray, Jim Bozarth. Bart 
Creekmur and Sunk Creekmur. 
The two latter reside in Trigg 
county, and have not been ar- 
rested, (nay and Bozarth are 
charged with being accessories. 
Soldiers will go after the Creek- 
mur men. All of the other 
prisionersare in jail at Fddy- 
ville, having been surrendered 
to Sheriff T. C. Cash by Col. 
Rassett. of the State Guards. 

Col. Bassett, who took the 
dying statement of Cooper, read 
it at the in(]uest held by Coroner 
Henry Avels. It statefi that 
Bart and Spunk Creekmur did 
the shooting that killed Cooper. 
It al.so nained Roy Merrick, Vic- 
tor Mitchell, Bryan Hawkins 
and Fraud Murphy as being im- 
lilicated. The evidence shows 
tliat fifty, or se\enty-fi\ e shots 
were fired, and that four of them 
took effect in Coope>r's body. It 
alsi was pi-nved that Cooper 
emptied his pistol, hut none of 
the bullets took effect. A large 
number of people were present 
at the inquest. 

Col. Bassett and Adjutant 
General P. P. Johnson, of Frank- 
foi-t. were present at the inquest 
with a squad of soldiers to pre- 
serve order. Xo violence was of- 
fered. Adjutant General John- 
son expressed himseli'as being 
surprised at the peaceable 
condition in which he found the

trol tile public highwa>s to jire- 
vent further trou^ble. The Ver-

THE AGE OF THE EARTH 

During many years there was 

a (lisau'reement between geolo- 
gists and jjhysicists in regard to 
the geoh^gical age of earth, 
which the geologists estimate to 



7 weeks was certainly less than 
2 X 10— 8 cubic centim e t e r s. 
From this it follows that one 

gramme of thronite generates 
less than 3.7 x 10 6 cubic centi- 
meters of helium per year. 
Hence at least 240 million years 
must be allowed for tl.e accu- 
mulation of the H cubic centi- 
meters of helum which are act- 
ually found in each gramme of 
freshly mined thorianite. The 
experiment with pitchblend 
gave a value for the rate of pro- 
duction of helium which is of 
the same order of magnitnde as 
the value calculated by Ruther- 
ford, but as the results are not 
regarded as absolutely certain 
e.vperiinents on a larger scale 
have been commenced. At all 
events the geologists' estimates 
ol the age of the earth api^ear to 
be much nearer the truth than 
the estimates formerly made by 
physicists.

NEBMSKA CONVENTION 

The Nebraska democratic state 
convention refused, by a vote of 
647 to 1!>S, to endorse county 
option and this has been herald- 
ed over the country as a defeat 
for Mr. Bryan. Let all the facts 
be ki^own: About May 1 Mr. 
Bryan urged the calling of a 
special session of the legislature 
to submit the initiative and re- 
ferendum. He stated that by 
the submission of the initiative 
and referendum the county 
o))tion fight could be postponed 
for two years. He failed to se- 
cure the special session. Then 
he announced himself in favor 
of an endorsement of county 
option as the only way to break 
the hold of liquor interests and 
insure the submission of the 
initiative and referendum. 

As a result of his fight the re- 
publicans endorsed the initiative 
and referendum, thus making it 
certain that will be submitted at 
the coming session of the legis 
lature (the democrats and popu- 
lists also having endorsed it.) 
This is a victory for the reform 
for which he has cmtendad for 



fourteen years. He can afford 
to be turned down on county 
option if he can make sure of the 

initiative and referendum. 

But the democrat convention 
defeated, by a vf)te 63!< to 2U2 a 
plank declaring against county 
and Governor Sliallenberger an- 
nounced at the convention that 
he would sign a county option 
bill. Sinre the republicans and 
poijulists have declared for coun- 
ty option and the democrats 
have refused to declare against 
it the chances are largely in fa- 
vor of the passage of a county 
option bill. It will be seen, 
therefore, tliat Mr. Bryan has 
reason lo rejoice o\ or the pro- 
gress made in Nebraska. It 
matters little v, hat is done to 
him: he can l>e h.appy so long as 
the things he is lighting for win 
—and they are winning in'.Ne- 
braka.
